@ese of Toronto has sent out to 
every daily newspaper in Canada 
a eopy of a resolution it passed 
jate in May. 

‘This resolution refers to a 
statement recently made by the 
Canadian Dally Newspapers’ As- 
sociation on the freedom of the 
press as follows: 

“All liberty, of 
course, involves 
obligations. The 
obligation of a 
free press is to 
be truly free. It 
must be thor- 
ough, accurate 
and unbiased in & 
its reporting, sin- 
cere and thought- 
ful in {ts editori- 
als, and resis- 
tant to all outside pressure. It 
must be both cautious and bold— 
ceutious until it knows all the 
facts, bold when it is sure of its 
ground. It must, above all, be in

If the conquerors of Germany 
were to get out tomcrrow, and 
if Germany were able to set up 
any kind of government even as 
workmanlike as those which held 
office between the going of the 
Kaiser and the coming of Hitler, 
Germany would make a come- 
back that would literally astonish 
the world, 


Germany is in a puzzling mood 
today. 

It would be sheer presumption 
for a hop-skip-and-jump visitor 
like myself to pretend to know 
what “the Germans” think. 

But certain things do quickly 
become pretty clear. 

The Germans loathe the fact 
of the Allied occupation. If only 
the Russians did not hold East- 
ern Germany, they would have 
set up a concerted roar long be- 
fore this to get back control of 
their own country. But they are 
torn now between two. conflict- 
ing emotion.. 

One is desire to see all foreign 
troops get out. The other is the 
fear that if all foreign troops do 
@et out, the country will fall en- 
tirely into direct or indirect 
Russian control. 

I talked to one person who 
knows the inside story in Ger- 
many well. J won't say where, 
for it might prove embarrassing. 
But here was the answer to one 
question: 

I asked how ft was that the 
Communist Party in Germany 
had never made any real come- 
back after the recent war—in

If we are fools enough to do 
so, nothing can prevent Germany 
from becoming the strongest 
single power in Europe. 

But in a genuine European fed- 
eration, or world federation, 
based on democracy the German 
human being would be one of the 
greatest assets, 

It is Germany, as a military 
power in a world of pewer poli- 
ties, that has been this century's 
headache, But the German man 
or woman would be no problem 
in a sane world order, 

And I have never. seen finer 
kids than the one like the little, 
unknown towhead boy who gave 
our Swedish bus the “V for Vie 
tory” salute as our buss whized 
south towards the Swies border.

From Today’s News

People in the United States are 
watching with intense interest the 
advent of Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt, Jr. into national politics, 
and not a few are wondering just 
what it means to a young man 
to follow in the footsteps of a 
famous father. Is it an advantage 
to the son or a handicap? 


Years ago in England I put that 
rather searching question to my 
good friend, the late Sir Austen 
Chamberlain. He then was foreign 
secretary and had written his 
name indelibly into history as 
a prime mover in, and a signatory 
of, the Locarno Treaty of Peace 
in 1925, 

Sir Austen was son of the noted 
statesman Joseph (“Joe”) Cham- 
berlain. He also was brother of 
Neville who, as prime minister, 
later tried the unhappy experi- 
ment of appeasing Hitler— an ex- 
periment which your columnist 
witnessed at close range, having 
followed the prime minister to 
the conferences at Berchtesgar- 
den, Godesberg and, finally, Mu- 
nich, You will note that one 
brother was fortunate and the 
other encountered disaster, 

I was spending the day with 
Sir Austen at his country home 
when I broached the question of 
how the fame of a father affected 
a son at the beginning of the Jat- 
ter's career. The foreign secre- 
tary amiled reminiscently, as he 
looked back more than a genera- 


tion to his start in. political Ife, 
and then replied in effect: 

At the outset, of course, the 
father’s position. is of great help 
to the son. It provides the young 
man an entree which he might 
not otherwise have. It gives him 
useful friendships at a most try- 
ing period of his career. These 
things he gets because he is his 
father's son. 

However, all that soon changes. 
His political associates unconsci- 
onay Pore vg to measure him 
against the stature of his father. 
They look for far more from the 
young man than he should be ex- 
pected to deliver with his lack of 
experience. Thus faults which 
might be overlooked in another 
Apprentice are logged down 
against the son of the famous 
man, 


On the whole, Sir Austen 
thought it was a severe handicap 
in the political world for a young 
man to have a noted father. Obvi- 
ously he himself had overcome 
that handicap magnificently.
